oys his birthrights. But when, in 
.he westward march of empire, this 
nation was founded and took root, 
we beckoned to the Old World, and 
nvited hither its immigration, and 
provided a mode by which those who 
iought a home among us might be- 
ome our fellow citizens. They came 
?y thousands and hundreds of thous- 
ands; they came and

came with strong sinews and 


orawny arms to aid in ths growth and 
progress of a new country; they 
came and upon our altars laid their 
fealty and submission; they came to 
our temples of justice and under the 
solemnity o£ an oath renounced all 
allegiance to every state, potentate 
and sovereignty and surrendered to 
us all tho duty pertaining to such al- 
legiance.

and protection here and elsewhere 
which we vouchsafe to our native- 
born citizens. And that this has been 
accorded to them is the crowning 
glory of American institutions. 


It needed not the statute which is 


now the law of the land, declaring 
that "all naturalized citizens while in 
foreign lands fo entitled to and shall 
receive from thia government the 
same protection of person and prop 
erty which is accorded to native- 
born citizens," to voice the policy of 
our nation. 


In all lands where the semblance 


of liberty is preserved, the right of a 
person errested to a speedy accusa- 
tion and trip.!, is, or ought to be, a 
fundamental law, as it ie a rule of 
eivilizction. 


At any rate, we hold it to be so,unc 


this is one of the rights which we 
guarantee to any native-born or nat 
nraliz-'d eirzen of ouid, whether he 
be imprisoned by order of the Czar o: 
Russia or under a pretest of a law 
administered for the benefit of the 
landed aristocracy of England. 


We do not claim to nibke laws for 


other countries, but we do insist tha 
whatsoever tt.osa laws t?.ay bf> they 
shall, in the interests t,f hcman free 
dom and the rights of mankind eo 
far as they involve the liberty of our 
citizen?, be HT>e«dily administered. 
We hiva a right to say and do say 
that meroE'.'s-pieion wit'.ort examin- 
ation OK triiil is rot sufficient to jus 
tify I he long impiiaoLiaeur of a citi- 
zen of America. Othe'i nations may 
perruit (heir cil'zpus to bo thus im 
prisons'! Ours will cot. And this 
in effect has boan solemnly declared 
by str.r'te.

• Strikers Losing Ground. 


NEW YOUJI, July 24.—The striking la- 


borers and brick-layers were not so confi- 
dent yesterday, the bosses having perfected 
thair organization, and stopped work on 
all buildings under process of erection CD 
contracts containing a strike clause. 
The 


bosses are massing their forces on time 
jobs to hurry them through, and then propose 
to stand out. At the brick-layers head- 
quarters the 
claim is made that only 


twelve hundred men are idle, while the 
bosses attempt to prove by their books that 
throe thousand men are out of work. There 
are a number of complex features about 
this strike for nine hours as a day's work. 
The plasterers and stone-setters only work 
nine hours, and the laborers serving them 
work the same, while laborers serving 
brick-layers are required to work ten hours 
for the same pay. The claim, therefore, 
arises for equalisation. On Monday night 
it looked as if the bosses would be com- 
pelled to give in at ouce, but now the situa- 
tion is changed, and there is every prospect 
of a loug and stubborn lock-out
